Rrattion to any Powe, none ut _—_ po Fav 5A fatal, 
than a general ſlighting and negletting of the great Signs 
| which God openly ſheweth, and the wonderful things which 
(a: 0 4 pnblick Theater) hs ts pleaſed to at in the fight of all men, 
As they are the plaineſt aud moſt obvious to ſence, ſo they are com- 
monly the laſt Sermons which God intends to preach to a Nation or 
K;ngdom, before he infitts his Puniſhments wpon them, if they repent 
not. The Preaching of the Word is his Barnabas, whom he firſt ſends 
a: his Ambaſſador, with gentleneſs and ſweetneſs to treat with us, 
yea, to beſeech ws as in Chrilt's fead, ro be reconciled wnto God, Fut 
when he 2s rejefted, then doth he commiſſionate ſome ftrange and Pro- 
digious Providences, as his Boanerges, to thunder-our his peremptory 
and irrevokable Purpoſe, in caſt of incorrigibleneſs, ſpeedily to proceed 


to Fndg ment. Moſes his firft Sermon to Pharaoh was a gentle word Exod, 
from the Lord ; Let my People go, that they may ſerve me. Bur that 5, x, 


being ſlighted, Moſes opens his ſecond Commiſſion, and ſbews Signs 
and Wonders in the Land of Egypt, which to the life did preach Pha- 
raoh's death, if his heart was yet ſo hardened that none of thoſe things 
can make impreſſions upon him, The World ſhall certainly find, that 
if neither the Word nor Works of God do prevail with them, his Tudg- 
ments ſhall incu;tably prevail againſt them to overthrow them, If 
the (baking of the Rod over ms doth us no good, be aſſured that the 
Hand which ſhakes it over ms, will immediately ſtrike us withit. It 
is the Obſervation of fatzows Dr. Jackſon, in a Treatiſe of his, called

< their progreſſion in ſin without repentance, was occafihned by the 
.<« neglett of the Signs of the Time, or the fere-warnzngs which God 
&© had given them for their good. No publick. Plagues or Calamittes, 
« whether fore-gnified by Signs, or punitually forctold by Ged's Pro- 
6 phets, or by his Son the Prince of Prophets, become ineviable, mn. 
* leſs it be by contempt or neglect of fore-warnings given. And in 
. - another place of the ſame Treatiſe he ſages, © That the Charch and Pa 
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<« People of the Jews bad many figns of the miſerable ruine and deſola- 
« tion of their Country, which they might have obſerved, ard which 
« of they had obſerved in ſuch meaſure and manner, as many Heathens 
&« did the like, they might have been acquitted a tanto, though not 4 
& toro. But their rnine and deſiruttion after it became in a manney 
cc neceſſary , it Was not neceſſarily decreed ro be ſo mmevitabple, As by 
<« their own ſtubborneſs they made it to be in the iſue, Thus fay the 
Doltor. And O how applicable are his words to 124 in Ergland at this 
day? whom God hath for ſo many jears together warned by his Word, 
and in theſe two laſt years hath given us more warnmgs by Signs and 
Prodigies, rhan ( ſo far as we have beard or read ) the whole World 
hath had ſince the dayes of Jeſus Chriſt his being on the Earth to this 
very day, What remains then,but that if after all this we harden our 
hearts, as the Jews and.Galileans ata, our Saviour ſhould exempt us, 
as he aid them from his ſpecial Proteflion, and leave us open, as be 
did them, to the ordinary proceſs of God's juſt and righteous Judge- 
ments, If Chrilt d:d ſo much blame thoſe, that would nor believe ex. 
cept they ſaw ſigns and wonders, how much more thirk, we will he 
rebuke thoſe who will net believe nor repent though they. ſee Signs 
and Wonders ? So that we may ſay, Oh happy People indeed, in the 
midſt of whom God works Wonders to forewarn them; but Oh moſt 
unhappy People, who will not take warning when he works Worders 
amorgit them. We have no cauſe in the leaſt to take up any complaint 
againſt God whatever his proceedings hereafter ſhould be againſt w : 
For, as Jolephus i his ſepenth Book, of the Wars of the Jews, cap. 
12, obſerves upen the appearance of thoſe firange S;gns before the 
Deftruition of Jeruſalem. © That God hath a care of Mankind, and 
« doth every way foreſhew betime what is molt expedient for them : 
<« put they through maaneſs do voluntarily periſh in their wickedneſs. 
« The Jews ( ſays he further in the cloſe of the [me chap.) interpreted 
« ſome of the Signs as they pleaſed, and at uthers they laughed, till by 
« the ruine of their Country, and therr own woful everthrow, theiv 
o«& jnjquity «pperred. So, if we ſeriouſly reflett upen the preſent hu- 
mour ani Wmper of the generality of the People in England at this 
day, how little creatt ard regard is given by them to the Signs of the 
Time ( though ſo many in number,and moſt of them ſo ftrange and re. 
markable) we have ſufficient ground to expeFt, that our tear is com- 
ing as Deſolation, and our Deſtruction as a Whirlwind, Can there be 
a greater affront offered to the Mighty JE HOFVAH, than to 
contemn and laugh at that which he doth on purpoſe that it might be 
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conſidered? . He makes ( ſajes the Pſalmiſt) his wonderful Works toppl,x 11.4. 
be remembted. That is the Deſign of God in what he doth, he hath 

made all his Works to that end that they ſhould be conſidered axd ut. 

tended to by #9. How bold and daring then are thoſe men who regard 

not the Works of the Lord, nor conſider the Operation-of his hands ?

Heaven and m Earth, concludes, That he is the living God, and fted-yy,q 5 26 
faſt for ever, and his Kingdom that whict-ſhall nor be deſtroyed, and _ 
his Domiaion ſhall be to the end. Bot the wickednt(s of thes Age us 
ſuch, that the great Works of the Almighty are xot only diſregarded 
and negletied, but even (corned ard villitied by the greateſt part of 
men, who ſee and hear of them every day. Tea, the more viſibly God 
doth from Heaven teſlifie againſt the Propane, Superſtitions, Aprſa- 
tizing,and Perſecuting Spirit of this day, the greater progreſs us made 
in the filling up of the meaſare of theſe ſeveral Abominations, So that 
by this progreſſive motion in Sin and Wickganeſs, without any ſenſe or 
remorſe at all, in the midſt of ſo many Proaigies, they proclarm them. 
ſelves tobe the moſt monſjrous Prodigues of all. Tea, it is to be wiſhed, 
that the People of God themſelves could be excuſed m this matter, 
who we fear have great cauſe to be humbled and ta lye very luw, in 
regard. of their negleth alſo of the Signs of the Time,. and not im-

Our Scope therefore in pnbliſhing ſome of the ſtrange eApparitions 
and Prodegions Events which have happened this laſt year, us nothing 


\ elſe but to alarm both Saints and Sinners, to awaken bath the wiſe and 


the fooliſh Virgins, that none may be ſurprized with his coming, nor 
continue wn a courſe of Sin aud Rebellron againſt God, without fair 
warnings of approaching Judgments, as the natural and dire conſe. 
quences of ſuch enormities. And this we do upon that ſmppoſition which 
God himſelf makes in relation to the Iſraelites, Tf they will not ( ſayes 
the Lord ) hearken to the voice of the firlt Sign, they will believe the 


voice of the latter Sign. 


eAbove a Century of them was publiſhed the laſt year, but againſt 
them theſe two great Exceptions were taken, Firſt, That they were 
all falſe. And, ſecondly, that ſeveral ſeditiou Parallels were annexed 
to many of them, to give the;r meaning and interpretation, 

New (though there be no obligation upon us to vindicate what was 
then performed by others ) yet for Truths ſake we ſhall briefly ſpeak to 
both theſe Exceptions, : 

As ta the firlt, we ſhall only ſay this ſhort word, That of the truth 
of many of them, the generality of the whole Kingdom are upon clear 
and publick, evidence convinced : As the (everal Parelia's, the Bla- 
Zing-Stars, the firange fiery Meteors, the dreadful forms of Thun- 
der, Lightning, Hail, Whulwinds a»4 Rain, with many others : all 
which happened in divers places, aud whereof many hundreds were 
Witneſſes tn ſeveral parts of the Nation , As alſo the ſtrange double 
Tides at London ard Hull, the drying up of the River Derwent, and 
ſeveral, if not the major part of the Accidents and Judgments, were 
then, and have been often foxce confirmed by publick Teftimony. Moſt 
of the yeſt, according to the beſt enquiry that we'conld ſince make, - 
do upon fair and ſufficient Proof appear to be in ſubſtance very certain, 
though there may be afayler in ſetting down ſome circumſtances. which 
do relate to ſome of them : Some few of them, at leaſt in ſome circum- 
fpances, we acknowledge are very donubrful, As the 53, (under-the 
head of Prodigies in the Heavens ) is donbrfml in'reſpett of many cir- 
enmſtances, as they are there ſet down, though in the ſubſtance the 
Narrative is very true, Soalſo the 11th (under the head of Prodigics 
on

And indeed that 
which ſhowld encourage every one to give. the more credit to the whole 
Narrative, is, That now after a years time, and ſome months over, 
the falſhood of any one particular hath not been publickly detefled, 
though the whole was eandemned as filtitions and ſcandalou, and the 
diſcovery of the Impoſture of it undertaken by thoſe who would have 
had no mercy on it, if they could, have got it fairly nnder their whip , 
but they altogether fajling mm their enterprize, and proving meer 
Bragadocia's it all their boaſts and threats, the Bookgands now inthe 
Judgment of all indifferent and unbyaſſed men reQus in Curia, and 
may doubtleſs in a ſecond Edition, with the blind of ſome few lean 
Animadverſions, come forth nnder the Proteftion of a mercinary Im- 
primatur..

The Wotnan being in great pain at the ſaid Heath's houſe, 
went preſently home and ſent for the Midwife, and not long after was 
delivered of a ſirange monſirons birth, which by ſome perlons of cre- 
dit, who were preſent at her labour, is thus deſcribed : The head of 
it was like the head of a Colt, the ears were long, and behind them 
lictle ſtumps of horns ; the eyes were exceeding great, and (tood fome- 
whar higher than the uſual place : Ir had a main Which reached from 
the head co the back ; the arms and hands were like the fore-legs and 
feet of a Colt : from the middle downwards it was like a Man-child, 
bur only hairy, and the legs and feer were like the hinde- legs and fee: 
of a Colt. The Midwife was fo affcighted at this birth that ſhe fell ill 
immediately,and was not- recovered in ſome weeks after , And having 
fince been enquired of abour it by ſome of her honeſt Neighbours, ſhe 
profefleth, that ſhe was fo extreamly affrighted at the fight of ir, that

to bring into the world ; Only ſhe faich,that ir had a head like a Col,

About the time before-mentioned, one Mr. Martin of Devonſhire, 
ſon -to Sir Nicholas artin deceaſed, walking in his Grounds, was 
on 2 ſudden moſt furiouſly aſſaulted by two Ravens, who endeavoured 
to have picked out his eyes, He defended himſelf as well as he could 
till he came to an heap of ſtones, and then took up a ſtone and flung

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at the Ravens ; immediately he felr a very great pain in the arm which 
he threw the ſtone with. He made what haſte he could into his houſe, 
and grew worſe and worſe, fo that within two or three dayes he was 
forced to ſend for the DoRor ; and as his ſervant was going for him, 
two Ravens fetupon'him alſo ,; bur he defended himlelt againſt them, 


and ſo far as we are informed, received co dammage by them. When . 


the Door came the Gentleman was paſt recovery, and before he 
died, the Bell in the Steeple tolled three hours rogether-of its own ac- 
cord : but afſoon as the breath went out of his Body,the Bell ceaſed 
rolling. This was received from a near Relation of the ſaid Mr. Mar-

About the month of September 1661, when the late Biſhop of 
Cheſter, Dr. Walton, had conveened the Clergy of his Diocels at 
Cheſter, to exprels their afteRions to che King upon the AR ofgBene- 
volence, one Ravſon, Parſon of Tatnal, was appointed to preach ; a 
perſon noted for his zeal to Superſtition and Will-worſhip ;- and al- 
moſt half his Sermon-time a ag-pye fate upon the ſounding-board 
over his head, and did often difturb the Parſon, and cauſe much laugh- 
ter in the Congregation by her chattering tone, which ſhe frequently 
repeated during that time :. And when the Sermon was finiſhed, the 


Biſhop being preſent (according tothe mode) addreſſed himſelf to dif -

the evidence of his eyes, he felt on it, and tryed with his Bill whether 
it.was real ſtone or no, and to his chinking t was, And beſides, he 
faith, that as he made his Faggors, they did bruſh againſt the Walls of 
it 2 and for further ſatisfaRion he attempted to go into it, bur then he 
could not diſcover either Door or Window. though before he thought 
he ſaw both. Ir continued about the ſpace of four or five hours, and 
then of a ſudden diſappeared, not leaving the lealt fign thereof behind 
it, Heaftirms further, that ic was very like a Church, called Stone. 
Church, about five miles diſtant from the place where he ſaw this 
appearance ; Which was, - as were credibly informed, one of thoſe 
Churches which were fired by Lightning, a little before the beginning

Herbert Elq; Barriſter at Law, and 
Capital Bayliff of the Borough of Mountgomery ; and Rob. Griffeths 
Eſq; Juttices of the Peace tor the ſaid County of Aſountgomery, do 
relate and depoſe as followeth : That upon the 2ath of December, 
1661, { being the day of che Parliament's Adjournment ) about Sun. 
ſer, they, che {aid Inhabirants of Weſton, -did diicover a great number 
of Horſemen, about four hundred paces diftant from chem, ia a mar- 
tial order maiching two on breaſt, in the Road leading from Gwerney- 
Low in the ſaid County,towards Monntgomery Lexgure upon the ſaid 
Common. And chat they, obſerving how long they marched in their 
view, concluded, that the ſaid Horlemen, though in their marching 
they made no ftand at al}, were at leaſt half an hour in pafling by, 
before the Rear of them attained to the place where they fufi ſaw the 
Front : So that though there was ſome difference among the SpeRa- 
eors in their conjeRures about the number, ſome judging chem to be 
near a Thouſand Horſe, yet -all agree thus far, 'that upon their view 
they appeared to be Five hundred at the leaſt.

That which makes this to be the more taken notice of amonglt the 
people chere, is, That after old Mr, Blagrave dyed, .and Mi. Danic! 
Blagrave's elder Brother had by ſome-unjult praRices obtained pol. 
ſcf112n of che ſaid Houſe, the ſame Spexaum then appeared, and did 
warn out the preſent Inhabitants, faying to them ſeveral times, that 
che Houſe belonged not to them, bur to the ſaid Dariel ; upon which 
the difference betwixt the two Brothers was ſuddenly compoſed, and 
Daniel had quiet poſlefiion of the Houſe according to that Sectlemenc 
which old Mr. B/agrave had made, until the time of the late Wars, 
and that Reaving was a Garriſon for the King ; at which time the 
King beſtowed it upon one that begged it : But he and his ſeryan:s 
were ofren diſquieted by the ſame Speftrum, and were warned ſpee- 
dily to depart, and reſign up the poſleflion again to Daniel Blaprave, 
Who had a jult and legal righttoir, And not long after the Garrifon 
of Reading being reduced by the Parliaments Forces under the Com- 
mand of the Earl of Efex, Daniel Blagrave was repoſiefied of his 
Houſe, and ſo enjoyed it till it became now forfeited co his Majeliy, 
becauſe of his Attaindec by the late AR of Parliament, All theſe (e- 
veral paſſages are atteſted by many boneſt and credible perſons, and 
we preſame, that upon enquiry the whole Narrative will be found to 
be certainly crue,

A Troop of Horſe ſeen in Notinghamfhire, 


Oa the 28th of Farnary 1661, betimes in the morning, near Wor. 
ſup in Notinghamſhire, there was an appearance of a gallant Troop 
of Horſe marching towards one Mr. Leak's houſe ( who was High- 
Sheriff the laſt year, and a violent oppoſer of ſober and good men, 
who were not of his perſwaſion in matters of Religion) ſeveral But- 
chers, and others, who were travelling toward Werſup, met this Troop 
in the Road, and gave them the way, and food fill ro behold them 
as they marched along ; who affirm that the Riders were very goodly 
proper perſons, and exceeding well armed and mounted : The Officers 
(as they report) matched in their reſpeRiye places, and the Troopers 
i kept 
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kept their ranks exaRly. Alſo they report, that in their ſight one of the 
horſes threw his Rider, who mounted again preſently with great agility, 
2nd fell immediately into his own rank and place again, Mr. Leak. 
having ſpeedy intelligence of che marching of this Troop towards hig 
houſe, forthwith hatted away to the Marqueſs of Newcaſtle, who 
: lived not far from him, and informed his Lordſhip, chat the Phana. 
ticks were up in great numbers, The Marquels ( as it is reported) 
upon enquiry found, that no _ either ſuch as were under his 
*Lordſhips command, or any other ſort of people, did really march in 
an hoftile manner that day, and therefore concluded that it was an 
Appearance like to that in Wales on the 20th of December, whereof 
we have before given” an exaRt and perfeR account, This is a thing 
much ſpoken of in the Country, and by very credible and knowing 

rſons reported co be moſt certainly rrue; But we remit the Reader 
to 2 further enquiry for more full and ample fatisfaRion in theſe parti-

A dreadful Storm of Fire and Hail mingled together, 


On the firſt of February 166 x, about fix of the clock in the evening, 
there happened about Northampton a very firange and dreadful form 
of Hail, and Fire mingled with che Hail in ſome places. Ir did run up- 
on the ground in greac ſheets of Fire for a great way together, Ochers 
ſaw the Fire fall upon the Earth, which ſeemed to be covered with ir, 
2s with Glow-worms, Others obſerved ir to fall upon their Horles 
heads like drops of Fire from a Brimftone-match. One that cravelied 
from Northampton, had his Stick, or Whip, burned by the Fire, even 
to a coal, which divers honeſt and credible perſons have ſeen, and do 
arreſt che crutch of ir, The Fire did fall upon ſome part of wellingbo- 
rewgh, Town ia the County of Northampton, and particularly upon 
ſome$heep-skins in a Felmongers yard in the ſaid Town, and whea 
they ſhook it off it ſparkled like Fire, bur the skins were tot ſo much 
2s a: by it. Divers very credible perſons do report, that chere was 
Blood alſo mingled with the Hail and the Fire : and particulatly, one 
of much credit in Kerrering, not far from Northamprox, who was thar 
evening in the Storm, affirms, that though while he was abroad. he 
faw nothing but Hail and Fire , Yet, when he came home he found 
that his Coar was very full of ſports of Blood, Of this Scorm'we have 
received a particular and exa&t account from very many perſons, who 
themſelves were ia it as they travelled that night from Northampton 
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Marker; and ir is 2 thing ſo eminently known in thoſe parts,that none 
need in the lealt ro queſtion the cruth of it. þ

There have happened alſo in that Cathedral this year ſeveral other 
Ominous and firange Accidents, wiz, the Evidences, Leaſes, and 
other Writings which were ordeily and carefully laid up in the Amugit- 
houſe, belonging to the Dean and Chapter, have been in the night. 
time thrown about the Room, and ſome of them gnawed and torn to 
pieces. Many times alſo their Bags of Money which was received of 
the Tenants for Fines, have been removed out of the places where they 
were laid ; ſome of che Bags alſo were torn, and the Money ſcattered 
about the Room. Sometimes alſo when the Doors were left faſt ſhut 
over-night, they have been found wide open the next morning when 
| the Oſhcer who kept the Keys all night came to open them , yer none 
ml - could diſcern that any violent means had been uſed to break them 
| open, And one morning when the Prebends would have entred the 
Audit-houſe, to ſeal ſome Leaſes, or to do ſome other proficable buſi- 
neſs in behalf of che Chapter, the Officer could not by any means ar 
that time unlock the Door; chough he had locked it very well che 
night before : A Smith was ſent for to break the Door open, bur all 
his Art failed him, and he was not able todo it; infomuch, chat they 
were confirained to dig an hole through a very-thick Wall, and go in 
that way into the Houſe : and at their entrance (according to our beſt 
Information) they found the Writings and Money thrown about the

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Room as before, TIrtis alſo very confidently reported, that the Organs 
have ſometimes played of their own accord at eleven or twelye of the 
clock at night.

A dreadful Storm of Wind, accompamed with Thunder, Lightning, 
Hail and Rain ; together with the ſad Effetts of it in many 
parts of the Nation, 


Upon the 18th of February x66rx, , being Tueſday, very early in the 
morning, there began a very great and dreadful S:orm of Wind ( ac. 
companied with Thunder, Lightning, Hail, and Rain, which in many 
places was fajt as Brine ) which continued With a ſtrange and unuſual 
violenee till almoRt night : the ſad Effets whereof throughout the 
Nation are ſo many, that a very great Voluma is not ſufficient ro coh- 
tain the Nargative of them. And indeed ſome of them are fo ſupen. 
dious and amazing, . that the reporc of them, though from never ſo 
authentick hands, will ſcarce gain credit among any but -thoſe that 
have an afteRionate ſenſe of the unlimired Power of che Almighty, 
knowing and believing that there is nothing too hard for Him to do. 

Some few of which wonderful EffeRts we ſhall give a brief account 
of, as we have received them from perlons of moſt unquelttonable 
credit in the ſeveral parts of the Nation, - # 

In the City of London, and in Covent Garden and other par's about 
London and W:ftminfter, five or (ix perſons were killed outright by 
the fall of Houſes and Chimneys, eſpecially one Mr Luke Blith an 
Attorney, that lived at or near Sramford in the County of Lincoln, was 
killed that day by the fall of a Riding-ncuſe not far from Pickadila : 
but becauſe there are ſome very remarkable circumſtances in this mans 
caſe, which do make his death to appear at leaſt like a meſt eminent 
Judgment, and ſevere firoak of the Lord's hand upon him, we {hall 
remit the Reader to what is hereafter in this Narrative recorded of 


him under another Topick. 
From 
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From other parts likewiſe we have received certain Information, that 
divers perſons were killed by the EffeRts of this great Wind. | 

Art Chilterham in Glouceſterſhire, a Maid was killed by the fall of 
a Tree, in or near the Church-yard, 

An honeſt Yeoman likewiſe of Sca/dwel in Northamptonſhire, being 
upon a Ladder to fave his Hoyel, was blown off, and fe]] upon a Plough, 
dyed outright and never ſpake word more, 

Alſo at Tewksbwury in Glouceſterſhire, a Man was blown from an 
Houle and broken to pieces. 

At El:by likewiſe in the fame County, a Woman was killed by the 
fall of Tiles or Bricks from an Houſe. 

And not far from the ſame place, a Girl was killed by the fall of 
a Tree, es ; 

Near Northampton a Man was killed by the fall of a great Barne, 

Near Colcheſter, a young man was killed by rhe fall of a Wind.mill, 
Not far from Ipſwich in Suffok,, a Man was killed by the fall of a 
Barne. 
' And about two miles from the faid Town of Ipſwich, a Man was 
killed by the fall of a Tree, _ 

Ac Largton, or hear to ir, in the County of Leiceſter, one Mr. Ro. 

berts had a Wind-mill blown down, in which were three Men, and 


by the fall of ir, one of them was killed outright, a ſecond had his - 


back broken, and the other had his arm or leg ſtruck oft, and both 
of them ( according to our beſt Information ) are fince dead, _ 

Several other Inſtances there are of the like nature, but it would be 
$00 redious to-mencion them : Ler thele therefore ſuffice to ſtir us up to 
Repentance, /eft we likewiſe periſb, 

There are alſo many Effects of this Storm which are of another na« 
ture, whereof we ſhall give this following brief account. 

This Wind hath very much prejudiced many Churches in ſeveral 
parts of the Nation. . 

At Tewkgbury in Glouceſterſhire, it blew down a very fair Windqw 
belonging to the Church there, both the Glaſs and the Stone-work 
.alſo ; the Doors likewiſe of that Church were blown open, much of 
the Lead torn up, and ſome part of a fair Piaacle thrown down, 

. Alſo at Red- Mairly ard Newin, not far from Tewksbury, their Chut= 
ches are extreamly broken and ſhattered, if not a confiderable part of 
them blown down. The like was done to mo, if not all the Pubs 
lick Meeting-places at Gloprceſter Ciry, And it is reported that ſome 
hundreds of pounds will not ſuffice to repair the dammage done to the 

; Cathedral 
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Cathedral at Worceſter, eſpecially in that part that is over the Quire, 
The like face happened ro many more of them, as Hereford, and 
Leighton Beau-deſart in Bedfordſhire, and Eaton Soken in the lame 
County, where they had newly ere&ted a very fair Crofle of Stone, 
Which the Wind blew down ; and, as ſome of the Inhabitants did 
obſerve, that was the fuſt dammage which that Town ſultained by the 
Storm, though afterwards in other reſpects alſo they were in the lame 
conditioa with their Neighbours, The Steeples allo and other parts 
of the Churches of Shenley, Whaddon, and Woolfton in the County of 
Bucks. have been very much rent and torn by che Wind. The Spire 
of Finchinfield Steeple in the County of Eſſex, was blown down, and 
it brake through the body of the Church and ſpoyled many of the 
Pews; ſome hundreds of pounds will not repair chat loſs, But that 
Which is moſt remarkable of this kind, is, the fall of that famous 
Spire, or Pinacle of the Tower-Church in pſwich , It was blown 
dowa upon the body of the Church, and fell reyerſed, the ſharp end 
of the Shaft ſiriking chrough the Leads on the South-lide of theChurch, 
carried much of the Timber-work down before it into the Alley juſt 
behind che Pulpit, and took off the edge off one (ide of the Sounding. 
board over the Pulpit. It ſhattered many Pews. _The Weather-C = 4 
and the Iron upon which it ftood, broke off as it fell, bur the narroweſt 
rt of the Wood-work, upon which the Fane ſtood, fell tnto the Al- 
= , broke quite through a Grave-ſtone, and ran ſhoring under two 
Coffins that had been placed there one over another, Thar par: of the 
Spire which was pluck'd up was about three yards deep in the earth, 
and it is believed ſome part of it is yet behind in the ground : ſome 
hundreds of pounds will not make good the detriment done to the 
Church by the fall of this Pinacle, 
| Very great prejudice hath been done alſo to private houſes, many 
of them blown down, and others extreamly ſhattered and torn, * It is 
thought that five thouſand pounds will not make good the Repairs at 
Audly-end houſe which belongs ro the Earl of S»ffo/k. . A good part . 
alſo of the Crown-Office in the Temple is blown down. The In- 
Rances of this kind are fo many and fo obvious, that it would need- 
leſly rake up roo much time to give the Reader an account of the col- 
leRion of them, only, there hath been ſuch a wonderful defiruRion 
of Barns, that (looking ſo much like a Judgment from the Lord, who 
the laſt year took away our Corn, and this year our Barns) we can- 
not bur give a ſhort account of ſome part of that Intelligence which 
hath come to our hands of that nature, R 
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Prodigies in the Earth, =: 
A Gentleman of good account in /pſwick affirms, that in a few miles 


riding thar day, there were eleven Barns and Our-houſes blown down 
' in the Road, within his view ; and within a very few miles of Ipſwich 


round about, above thirty Barns,and many of them with Corn in them, 


were blown down, At Sowuthold, not far from the place before- 


mentioned, many new Houſes and Barns, built fince a late Fire that 
happened there, are blown down, as allo a Salr-houſe is deſtroyed 
tuere; and 1000 |, as it is believed, will not make up that particular loſs. 

From Tewkybwry it is certified, that an incredible number of Barns 
have been blown dowa in the ſmall Towns and Villages thereabonts, 
At Twyning, at leaſt eleven Barns are blown down. In Aſhcharch 
Pariſh ſeyen or eight, At Lee, five. At Nortoy, a very great num- 
ber, three whereof belonged to one man. The great Abby-Barn alſo 
at Tewkybury is blown down, | 

It is credibly reported. chat within a very few miles circumference 
in Worceſterſhire, about an hundred and forty Barns are blown down. 
At Finchinfield in Eſſex, which is bur an ordinary Village, about fix- 
teen Barns were blown down, Alſo at a Town called Wilchamſted in 
the County of Bedford ( a very ſmall Village) fifteen Barns at leaſt are 
blown down. But eſpecially the Parſonage Barns went to wrack in 
many places throughout the Land, In a few miles compaſs in Bedford 
ſhire,and ſo in Northamptonſhire, & other places, eight, ten and twelve 
ace blown down : and at Yelding Parſonage in the County of Bedford 
(our of which was thruſt by oppreſſion and violence the late Incum- 
bent) all the Barns belonging to it are down, The inſtances allo of 
this kind are innumerable, which we ſhall cherefore forbear ro make 
further mention of. 

We have alfo a large Account of the blowing down of a very great 
and: conſiderable number of Fruit-crees, and other Trees in ſeveral 
parts ; we ſhall onely pick out two or three paſſages. which are the 
molt remarkable, Ia the Counties of Glouceſter, Hereford, and 
Worceſter , leveral perſons have Joſt whole Orchards of Fruic-trees ; 
and many particular men's loſs hath amounted to the value of fourty 
or fifty *pounds at the leaft, meerly by the deftruction of their Fruit 
trees ; and ſo in other parts of E-g/and proportionably the like 
dammage hath been ſuſtained in this reſpe&t. . And as for other 
Trees, there hath been a great deſtrution made of them in many 
places by this Storm. Several were blown down at Hampton-Court. 
And three thouſand brave Oaks at leaft, but in one principal part of 
the Forreſt of Deay, belonging to his Majeſty, In a little Grove at 
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Ipſwich,

1pſwich, belonging to the Lord of Hereford ( which, together with 
the Spire of the Steeple before-mentioned, were the molt confidecable 
Ornaments of that Towa ) are blown down ar leaſt rwo hundred 
o00d!y Trees, one of which was an Aſh, which had ten load of 
Wood upon it : there are now few Trees left there, 

In Bramptos-Bryan Park in the County of Hereford, belonging to 
Sic Edward Harly, ene of the late Knights of the Barth, above thirteen 
hundred Trees are blown down”; and aboye fix hundred in Hopton 
Perk not far from it: and thus it is proportionably in molt places 
where this Storm was felt, And the truth is, the dammage which 
the People of this Nation have ſullained upon all accounts by this 
Storm is not eaſily to be valued : ſome ſober and diſcreet People, who 
have cadeayoured to compute the Loſs of the ſeveral Counties one 
with another, by the delirution of Houſes and Barns, the blowing 
away of Hoyels and Reeks of Corn, the falling of Trees, &c. do be- 
lieve it can come to little leſs than two Millions of Money, | 

T here are yet behind many particulars of a diltin& nature from 
thoſe which have been ſpoken of ; ſome whereof are very wonderful, 
and call for a very ſerious obſervation of them. | 
In the City of Hereford, ſeveral perſons were by the violence of 

the Wind born up from the ground, one man (as it is credibly repor- 
ted) at leaſt fix yards. 

In the City of London and Weſtminſter, eſpecially on the Bridge 
and near Walling ford-houſe, ſeveral perſons were blown down one on 
the top of another. 

In Hertfordſhire a man was taken up, carried a pole in length, and 
blown over a very high hedge , and the like in other places. 

The Water in the River of Thames, and other places, was in a very 
ſirange manner blown up into the Air : Yea, in the new Pond in 
James's Park, the Fiſh, to the number of at leaſt two hundred, were 
_— eur and Jay by the Bank-fide, whereof many were cye-wit- 
reſles. | F 

Act Moreclack, in Surry, the Bitds as they attempted to fly, were 
beaten. down tothe ground by violence of the Wind. | 

Art Epping in the County 'of Eſſex, a very great Oak was blown 
down, which of it ſelf was raiſed again, and doth grow firmly art this 
day. 

C Taunton, 2 great Tree was blown down, the upper part where- 
of refiee} upon a Brick or Stone-wa)l, and after a little time, by the 
force of the Wind, the lower part of the Tree was blown quite over 
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The great Fane at Whitehall was blown down - and one of the four 
which were upon the whzete Tower, ard two more of them lifangely 
benc; Which is to be ſeen at this day, to the admitation of all that be. 
hold them. 

The ſeveral Trinmphant Arches in the City of London were much 
ſhattered and corn ; that in Leaden-hall-fireet loft the Kings Arms, 
and many other rare pieces that were affixed to ir, That in Cheapſide, 
which repreſented the Church, ſuffered very much allo by the fury 
of the Storm. And a great part of that in Fleetſtreer ( which repre- 
ſenced Plenty) was blowa down ; but, blefled be God, none chat we 
hear of were either killed or hurt by the fall of ir, 

The Wind was ſo [trong that it blew down ſeveral Carts loaded 
with Hay in the Road berween Barret and London, and_in other 
Roads leading to the City of Londor. 

The Norwich-Coach with four or {ix horſes, was not able to come 
forward towards London, but Rayed by the way till the Storm was 
ſomewhat abated. 

It is alſo credibly reported, That all, or ſome of the Heads which 
were ſer upon Weſtminſter-hall, were that day blown down, 

There was a very dreadful Lightning which did ac firft a:compan 
the Storm, and by it, ſome of his Majeſiies Houſhold conceive that 


_ the Fire which happened at YWhite-hall that morning, was kindled:; 


as alſo that at Greenwich, by which (as we are informed) ſeyen or 
eight houſes were burnt down. 

Burt before we cloſe up our diſcourſe upon this particular great work 
of God, we ſhall briefly give an account of a few ſignal and eminent 
Preſervations which the Lord did that day vouchſate to ſome who 
were in very great danger- 2 

One Fohn Hall, an Inhabitant of Raxce in the County of North. 
hampton, being in his Chamber. with three little Children, was {ud- 
denly ſurprized with fear that the Room would be blown down} aad

preſently (as he feared) the Room fell, and if any one of his Childrea 

had been left behind.it had undoubredly periſhed, | 
The Lord alſo wrought a wonderful deliverance for divers ef the 
City Miniſters who were that day at the Morning-Lefture at -Fohn 
Zecheries Church near Goldſmiths-ball, Ic 13 uſual with the Minifters 
after the Sermon is ended to go iato the Veſiry, and [pend a little time 
in diſcourſe together, - while the Congregation is departing the place, 
Ef ae I 2 which 
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which they did that morning alſo : bur there being a fire in theVeſtry, 
and the Wind fo extream high, it blew the ſmoak down into the 
Room, which was ſo offenſive co chem that they did preſently quit che 
Veltry and weat to the Miniſter's houte, which they had no ſooner re- 
covered, but a ftack of Chimneys belonging to Sir Fames Drex his 
houſe, adjoyning to the Veltry, fell down upon it, and broke through 
it ; and had not the Miniſters, upon the fore-mentioned account, by a 


ſecret inftin& of Providence been withdrawn, all or moſt of them had 


been deliroyed, or at leaſt very much hurt and maimed. by that ac- 
cident, 

Mr. Blith the Attorney's man ( of whom we have given ſome ac- 
count betore) was alſo that day wonderfully preſerved from periſhing 
With his Maſter : for by reaſon of his liay, eicher ro-make water, or 
upon ſome other occaſion, while his Maſter did run by a Riding: houſe 
near Pickadila (Which fell upon him and killed him) he eſcaped that 
—_ and was by a ſtrange Providence preſerved while his Malter 

eriſhed, 
F The Counteſs of Revers alſo having an Houſe or Lodgings ( as we 
are informed) about Covert-Garden, being that morning in, bed, was 
much importuned by one of her Servants (who was excecdingly afraid 
of the falling of a (tack of Chimneys which was over the Room where

again, and the Fog and the Sca alſo, ſpreading themſelves towards them 
as before, and ſeemed to be bur in the nexc field from them. Beyond 
the Water appeared a Church, .and upon the Water two or three 
Boats, which they plainly ſaw ( for the Light made all things ſo clear 
as if it had been a Sunſhine day) Ar length the Body of the Church 
was [truck oft and turned into the Body ot a Tree, with a thick ſprea.

At Dunhead in the County of Wilts , lived one Captain Benner, 
a violent Perſecutor of Mr. Ince, the faithſul and able Miniſter 
of that place ; he was often urged by the ſaid Mr, Benet to read 
the Common-prayer-book ; but one time above all the reſt, he 
brought the Book to Church with him, and in the face of the Con= 
gregation did preſent it to Mr, /zce, and with great violence and 
many menaces, did urge him to read it ; but upon Mr. /xce's mo- 
deſt refuſal, he grew outragious, and was even drunk and mad 


_ With Paſſion, threatning Mr. ce, that he ſhould not long conti- 


nue to preach there ; Wherein he was as good as his word ,, for by 
the violence and fury of this Man eſpecially, he was ſoon after 
forced to relinquiſh his place, and to hrs great prejudice to depart 
the Town alſo. When the Captain did thus demean himlielf, 
manifeſting little leſs than the very venom and rage of Satan 
himſelf, Mr. ce did by a kind of Prophetick Spirit, declare to 
to ſome in the Congregation, that he believed that this man would 
got dye the common Death of other Men ; which did accordingly 
come to paſs ; for not long after, the ſaid Captain being much in 
drink, and affronting and aſſaulting one Mr, Dimor, a Citizen of 


London, in the Road near Saliſbury, was killed by Mr, Dimon in 


his own defence ; of which FaQt, he was by Law acquitted at the 
Aflizes following, and that by a Jury of Gentlemen, who were 
well known to be ſufficiently prejudiced avainſt the Parliament.

One Mr. Pters, an Epiſcopal Prieſt,a man of a moſt vitious and 
debuuched Converſation, did very unjuſtly and malitiouſly diſturb 
one Mr. Field, a godly Miniſter, in his Rectory at #ffington, in the 
County of Lrxcoln, and endeavoured by virtue of an illegal Pre- 
ſentation from a private Patron, to poſſeſs himſelf of Mr. Fields 


Living ; but Mr. Field overthrowing him at Law, he Suborned 


Witnefles againſt him, who ſwore him into a Priſon, and then in a 
ſurrepritious way he gets poſſeſſion of the Place, and the ſame day 
intrudes himſelf into Company, with whom he drank like the Head 
ef his Tribe, and ſwore no leſs than the biggeſt Lifeguard-Oaths 
his Maſter could ſuggeſt ro him, and then falls to quarrelling with 
ſome of the Company, wi in deſpight of the Charm of his Sur- 
ſingle, did make bold with his Coat,and beat him ſufficiently ; and 
' 1n the fray his Leg was broken, whereof he lay in moſt ſad torture 
for many dayes ; and whether he is ſince recovered or nor,we have 
received no certain information,

A Tudgement of God that happened upon a Man and his Wife, who 
Swore falſly againſt a godly Miniſter. 


Alſo one John Brown a Taylor, and an Inhabitant of #ffington 
before mentioned, was a known malitious Enemy to the ſaid Mr. 
Field, the Miniſter, and one that by the inſtigation of the drunken 
ſwearing Prieft before ſpoken of, did take an Oath againſt him 
moſt falſly and deſperately. The next day after he had thus ſworn, 
his Wife being very big with Child,fell down from a Ladder, and 
falling preſently into Travel, was wich great hazard delivered at 
laſt of a dead Child, which as the ſpeRators have affirmed, was all 
over as black as Ink, Brown alſo himſelf not long after fell down, 
and by the fall was ſadly bruiſed, inſomuch that for many dayes 

| after 
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after he was not able to move himſelf without help. How God 
hath fince dealt with him or his Wife, we have not heard.

have been inſerted before it. | 

One Mr. Luke Blith, an Attorney, living at Stamford in the 
County of Lincoln, at Officer in the late Kings Army, and in the 
preſent Militia, was a moſt violent Perſecutor of Mr. Fie/d,and did 
about the beginning of Hilary Term, 1661, expieſs a great deal 
of rage and birterneſs againſt him, and two other Godly Miniſters 
in- the Country, viz, Mr. Brown, and Mr. Richardſon, and did 
openly ſwear, that if they did not ſpeedily Conform, he would not 
| leave them an Horſe to ride upon, nor a morſel of Bread to eat; 

and accordingly came up to London, in order to the effecting of 
what he had in his malice deſigned againſt them. And particularly 
on the 18th. of February, t661, before he wen: out of his Lodging 
in the Morning, he railed moſt bitterly againſt the Miniſters of rhe 
” Goſpel in general, bur eſpecially againſt Mr. Field, ſaying, He 
would do hts Work, for him that day. But the Lord prevented him in 
his purpoſe, for that very morning (as we have related before ) 
; he was ſlain by che fall of a Riaing-houſe, near Pickadilla, which 
was blown down by that moſt terpettuous wind, which a oreat part 
of England hath ſad cauſe to remember happened upon that day ; 
and whereof we have given ſo large account before, The T:uth of

Pariſh-Church to hear Service ; but the Conſtable did not at all 
hearken to him therein, being unwilling to have his hand in Per. 
ſecuting and Moleſting any of his Godly Neighbours : Upon 
which the ſaid Cove! was ſo -enraged, that he wiſhed his Horſe 


' might ſink under him if he did not indi& the Conſtable at the 


next Setſions , becauſe he negle&ed ( as he affirmed) his Duty, 
in not Preſenting thoſe honeſt Men, who refuſed to hear the Com- 
mon-Prayer : But it pleaſed the Lord to rebuke the rage and 
madneſs of this Man ; for about the latter end of the-Month of 
November, 1661, before the time of the Seſſions, upon a Market 
day, coming from Bury, and riding into a Pond not far from his 
own Houſe, to waſh his Horſe, 2s he was wont to do, his Horſe 
( which never uſed to doſo before) did fink under him into the 
Water, where he Was in danger of being immediately Drowned, 

ing ſom?times under the Water, and ſometimes above Water, 
as himſelf confeſſed afterward ; but it pleaſed the Lord, that one 
coming by and ſeeing him in this Condition, did preſently call 
forth ſome of his own Family, who came ſeaſonably to his help, 
and got him out of the Pond bzfore he was Drowned. But though 
he eſcaped then, yet the hand of the Lord did Gill foilow him, for 


he toon after fell into a violent Feaver, whereof in ſhort time he ' 


dyed. And this is yet further to be noted, that he was the man, 
who a little before his Death, did put the Pariſh to about 80. 1, 


Charge, by reaſon of his extraordinary buſling to get the Bells 


new Run, and new Hanged : And it pleaſed God that he was the 
firſt jn the Pariſh for whom the Death Bell did Ring, after the ney 
hanging of the Bells.

did put forth a Book in Print, Intituled, A Pillar of Gratitude,

:&c. in'which Book, pag.62. ( having before in many Rheto- 


eats, birrerly Scolded againſt his Qirondam fellow Cove- 


nanteers ) he hath his angry and uncharitable paſſage ; That the 
Projefts of the Prebyterians have Froth in their Head, and Blood in 
therr- bottoms; as the Water of thoſe mzn who labvur with the Stone, 
and Strangary, and have their Wounds from within. It pleaſed 
' God within a few'dayes after the publiſhing of this Book, to ſmire 
the Biſhop with that rormenting diſtemper, which he there makes 
uſe of, to ſet off his falſe and ſcandalous Impeachment ef fo con- 
fiderable aipart of the moſt conſcientious and peaceable People 
in the Land. He lay in very great extremity of Torcure, and 
by-reaſon of the Stopping of his Water; his Life was in great 
hazard ,' and ſo was forced to ſend for a Chyrurgion , who by 
making uſe of his Probe, did hetp him to make water, which 
was Froth at the top, and blood at bottom : And that the Lord 
might make him yet more ſenſible of it, he repeated the ſtroak a 
ſecond time after the ſame manner, as we have been credibly in- 
formed from very eminent and confiderable Perſons.
